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In "closing ie. books" for the year, it 
may not be amiss to check up on what has 
baen accomplished. 

This year was difficult, and plans had 
to be changed time and apain due to tran- 
sportation upsets, but, the nature study 
group being cooperative and relatively 
‘small, the shift from longer trips by 
‘private ear to hikes in local wilderness 
areas in the Hast. Bay Regional Parks and 
in Marin County was made without diffi- 
culty. A total of 15 field trips had an 
attendance of 324 members and friends; 
two 6f the trips were joint trips with 
the Audubon Society and the nature study 
sroup of the Contra Costa Hills Club, 
and two. were joint trips with Sierra 
Club local walkers. 

Soirées Scientifiques 
There were nine evening meetings, one at 
the Chabot Observatory in Oakland, the 
oshers in jan Francisco; total attend- 
ance 204. Six of the S.}. programs 
were arrenged and presented by members 
of the group, but at two of the meetings 
we were honored by eminent visitors, In 
March Entomologist Dr. Edward Ross (now 
Lieute U.eSeA.) told of his recent trip 
to the tip of Lower California, and in 
June tliss Alice Bastwood told about wild 
flowers of the Colorado Rockies and rem- 
inisced about her outings there more 
than fifty years agoe 

From January to April a second group 


of the weekly botany lessons was given by 


Tom Howell; 18 phytoclasts were regist- 
ered, and the total attendance was 133, 
The classes, not decigned to be popular, 
corresponded. to a college extension 
course, and were fairly technical. 

Added Scientific Accomplishment 
lumbers 10 and 11 of the Sierra Club 
ature Notes were issued in 1942: the 
star maps on January 16 and the ie to 
Marin County Shrubs on June 5. 

Field trips were spiced by original 
botanical investigations and accounted 
for two grand overnight outings to Mount 
Diablo. In May we hustled out to Eagle 
Peak beyond Deer Flat to collect the 
first known fruiting specimen of the 
rare Diablo a aed (see Yodeler Vol. 

Then in July we went 
‘out again, to es flowering speci« 
mons of a wonderful new "bird's beak” 
(Cordylanthus) which grew on the serp- 
pune near Deer Flat (sec Yodeler Vol. 
12, pe 7)e It. was most memorable 
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at Rock Clty in singing and "star-gazing" 
de luxe (the only time we have astrono- 
mized so comfortably warm!}, and the day 
following was clinaxed by the new species 
of Cordylanthus with its queer flattened 
corolla all puffed out and jowly. Bill 
Hasselbrock was so impressed with the 
whole proceeding he became poetital forth- 
with: 

Let us look for Cordylanthus-- 

Have they jowls or have they anthers? 

No, not anthers, but a jowl
